WASHINGTON, May 27.—Albert B. 
Fall, former Secretary of the Interior; 
Edward L. Doheny and Harry F. Sin- 
clair were reindicted today on charges 
of conspiracy to defraud the Government 
in the leases of the Teapot Dome and 
Elk Hills naval oil reserves to the Do- 
heny and Sinclair interests. ‘ 

No new bribery indictments were re 
turned, and whether the accused will 
stand trial on that charge depends on 
the decision of the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia on the Govern- 
ment’s appeal from the decision of Chief 
Justice McCoy of the District Supreme 
Court quashing the original indictments 
on the ground that the presence in the 
Grand Jury room of an Assistant Attor- 
ney General had invalidated them. 

The most interesting feature in the 
new indictments returned today is the 
allegation in the Sinclair indictment that 
Mr. Sinclair gave $230,500 in Liberty 
bonds to Mr. Fail. This is the money 
which, it is alleged, was traced from the 
reéhale profits of the defunct Continental 
Trading Company, Ltd., of Canada to} 
Mr. Fall and his son-in-law Milton B. 
Everhart of Pueblo, Col. Mr. Sinclair 
Was a participant in the conference held | 
in the Vanderbilt Hotel, New York; | 





November, 1921, at which the Conti- 
nental deal was engineered, and along | 
with James E. O'Neil, President of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, and Colo- 
nel Robert W. Stewart of the Standard 
Oll of Indiana, guaranteed the transac- 
tion, which involved the sale of 33,000,- 
000 barrels of oil by the Mexia (Texas) 
Companies to the Continental Trading 
Company. 

Not Mentioned in First Indictments. 

In the original indictments involving |

the Continental bonds. Today's action, 
therefore, for the first time brings that | 
myst ous transaci -n before a criminal | 
court. It Is Ut understanding that) 
Owen J. Roberts and ex-Senator Atlee:

} CINCINNATI, May 27 (®).—Mining 
men are looking forward to the time 
when the coal bill of the United 
States will be reduced $500,000,000 by 
the perfection of devices for mining 
coal with machinery, Edward J.

BERLIN, May 27.—Barely a year after | 


the death of Hugo Stinnes, Germany’s 
spectacular financial czar, a quarrel 
between his two sons threatens disrup- 
tion of the Stinnes interests, one of the 
most vast. varied, and complex bus!- 
nesses ever welded together in the 
world’s history. 

Behind the laconic announcement that 
Dr. Edmund Stinnes had left the firm 
lies twelve months of bickering, culmin- 
ating finally in what may be a step 
fatal to the continuance af Hugo Stin- 
nes’s industrial power. Although it Is 
announced that Edmund Stinnes will 
continue heading the Stinnes insurance 
and automobile interests in cooperation 
with his younger brother Hugo, ru- 
mors are rife in Berlin business circles 
today that the separation means a defi- 
nite rupture. 

Whether young Hugo will be able to 
manage the vast industrial empire left 
by his father is doubted’ here. It Was 
all very well for Hugo Stinnes the elder,

Will Centre Attack on Big Boot- 
leggers and Makers of Con- 
traband, He Says.

POLICE FOLLOW HIS ADVICE 


Both City and Federal Authorities 
Collaborating With Him, Prose- 
cutor Asserts. 


In a speech last night on “Law En- 
forcement” before the Park Slope Ma- 
sonic Club at 57 Eighth Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, United States Attorney Buckner 
stated that the police and prohibition 
officials in this Federal jurisdiction had 
acceded to a request by him and would 
not make any more arrests for petty 
violations of the prohibition law. In a 
talk with reporters before the speech 
Mr. Buckner made it clear that in his 
future attacks on liquor violators he 
will have the cooperation not only of 
the city officials but of the Government 
officials in Washington. He admitted 
that he now was the overlord here in 
all matters touching the enforcement of 


the liquor laws. 


Other bits of interesting information | 


furnished by Mr! Buckner were that his 


reese ste had deprived agents of bonding 


companies of incomes running as high 
as $15,000 a year through liquor law 
|arrests, and that some of the men en- 
| gaged in giving bonds for such prisoners 
|had defaulted to the tune of about $300,- 

000 in making good bonds furnished by 
them. These defaulters, he said, wotld 
be asked to pay the amounts due, and 

“The Police Department and the Pro- 
hibition Department have agreed to fol- 
|low my request in the Southern District 
{of New York. From now on waiters, 
}peddlers, porters and clerks will not be 
arrested, but a written. report will be 
made to me by prohibiiton agents and 
police officers of places where they 
have purchased liquor, and padlock pro- 
ceedings against the owners will be 
brought immediately. 

“I have 
my office awaiting trial of walters ar- 
rested for selling beer and of citizens 
who have been arrested for possessing 
liquor, where there is no 
aspect of the case. I have no sympathy 
with that kind of prohibition enforce- 
ment which clogs my calendars with a 
criminal charge against a man arrested 
on New Year’s Eve for having in his 
automobile a single bottle of champagne 


when hundreds of bootleggers and rum- 
runners go unarrested and unconvicted.

“T have requested the Police Depart- 
ment and the Prohibiton Department to 
stop making petty arrests in- the South- 
ern District of New York. My only con- 
tribution to the situation has been to 
realize that I could not effectively pros- 
ecute thousands of little cases and at 
the same time investigate and bring to 
justice the men higher up, the boot- 
leggers, the financiers behind the boot- 
leggers and the owners of expensive 
places retailing Nquor at fabulous prices. 
Confronted with the necessity of choice, 
I prefer to devote my energy, that of 
my staff and that of our Federal courts 
to prosecutions directed at the importa- 
tion of liquor, at the manufacturers 
righe in New York City of ‘imported’ 
liquor, the large whvlesalers and the 
flagrant retailers of liquor.

SOFIA, May 27.—At 8 o’clock on this 
warm but gray morning in a large green 
field under Mount Vitosna, which was 
formerly a Jewish cemetery, on the out- 
skirts of Sofia, Marko Friedmann, law- 
yer, Sacristan Zadgorsky and Lieutenant 
Colonel George Koeff were publicly 
hanged ‘Yor their share in the murder 
of 170 people in the Sveta Nedelia 
Cathedral bombing on. April 16. 

A crowd of at least 30,000 people 
gathered hours before the appointed 
time. Three white gibbets were erected 
during the night and three swarthy 
gypsies acted as hangmen, each receiv- 
ing 3,000 levas (about $600). 

he tnree priscners, sitting handcuffed 
and guarded by ten soldiers, were con- 
veyed in a lorry to the edge of the field 
and thence walked to the gibbets. The 
two priests in attendance spoke to the 
prisoners and afterward the procurator 
read the act of accusation, which lasted 
forty minutes, 

Friedmann remained calm ‘until the 
end, protesting his innocence of the 
cathedral oulrage and saying he was be- 
ing hanged as a Communist conspirator. 
Zadgorsky confessed his guilt and no 
sympathy was felt for him, as his ac- 


| ceptance of a bribe of about £16 cost 170 
people their lives. Koeff appeared to 
be on ‘the verge of collapse, continually 
protesting his innocence. 

The actual execution was expeditiously 
effected, Koeff being the first, then 
Zadgorsky and lastly Friedmann. A big 
force of soldiers and police was drawn 
up between the gibbets and the crowd, 
but there was no demonstration. This 
was the ficst public hanging in Sofia in 
many years, and it created a deep im- 
pression, 

The court-martial convicted a secona 
group of conspirators last night of hid- 
ing the perpetrators of the crime.

Nicolova, M. Leger and M. Perchemlieff 
were condemned to be hanged in public. 
Mme. Leger was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life and M. Malet to 18 months’ 
imprisonment.

Feared as Church Assembly 
Ends Sessions. 


‘FUNDAMENTALISTS ARE FIRM 


Insist That New York Presby- 
tery Must Obey Orders or 


Face Dissolution.

| COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 27.—The last 
hours of the 137th General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church, which ad- 
journed sine die at noon today, were 
marked by a closing up of the ranks of 
the Liberals in opposition to yesterday’s 
| ruling of the Assembly and the Supreme 
| Judicial Commission's decision that di- 
|reat affirmation of the Virgin birth was 
}essential to admittance to the Presby- 
'terian ministry under the Confession of 
| Faith. 
Fighting with their backs to the wall, 
|the Liberals, in a formal protest re- 
ceived today by the General Assembly, 
held that the decision in the case of the 
Rev. A. N. Gantz against the Presbytery 
|of New York was erroneous because it 
|violated the historic policy of the Church, 
| established in 1729, that each Presbytery 
might judge for itself as to the satis- 
|factory examination of candidates. 
| The protest, which was in effect a dis- 
} senting opinion because its signers were 
|members of the high court which con- 
|sidered the case, charged that the de- 
|cision against the Presbytery of New 
| York was a reversion toward Roman 
' Catholic theories of ecclesiastical author- 
lity, “which it was the very purpose 
|of Presbyterian Protestantism to over- 
|throw.”"’ The decision, it was alleged, 
| called for implicit faith and blind obe- 
| dience, and would destrey liberty of con- 
| science and reason, 

Extreme Fundamentalists and Liberals 
admitted that a definite break in the

| ing the work of the special committee of

|ward Macartney, leader of the ‘‘fight- 
ing’’ Fundamentalists. Such a dissolu- 
tion would involve setting up another 
Presbytery by the Assembly, which 
would be empowered by the General As- 
sembly to take over the property of the 
old Presbytery, valued at several million 
dollars. The old Presbytery undoubtedly 
would resist and the case would go to 
the civil courts, involving litigation and 
|appeals that might take twenty years. 
Commissioners recalled the split.in the

| when the “‘We Frees’’ fought for legal 
| possession of the vast property of the

MOSCOW, May 27, (4.—Russia’s 
production of vocka tripled last 
year and yielded the Soviet Govern- 
ment the largest revenues in its his- 
tory. 

The Government now maintains 341 
national ' distilleries working at full 
blast. Prohibition in Russia having 
been found a failure, it has been |} 
announced that the Government next 
October will increase the strength of 
vodka to an alcoholic content of 
40 per cent., only 5 per cent. below 
its pre-war strength. 

Vodka of an alcoholic content of 
30 per cent. costs the equivalent of 
87 cents a quart. The Government 
is engaged in a _ constant battle 
against home brewers of vodka, who 
make a beverage of 60 to 90 per 
cent. strength. More than 300,000 
illicit stills were confiscated and the 
owners fined, imprisoned or deported 
during the past year.

ATTACKS EXTRA SESSION. 


Long Istand Land Litigant Says It 
Is to “Extricate” Park Board. 


Sharp criticism of the proposal to hold 
a special session ef the Legislature to 
enact park legislation was voiced yes- 
terday by W. Kingsland Macy, Presi- 
dent of the Pauchogue Land Corpora- 
tion, which is contesting possession of 
the Taylor estate at Great River with 
the Long Island State Park Commission. 

Mr. Macy’s comment came in connec- 
tion with discussing a new phase of the 
litigation over the property which arose 


in the Supreme Court in Brooklyn yes- 
terday. 

“President Robert Moses of the Park 
Commission,”” said Mr, Macy, ‘‘has got 
himself into a hole because of the way 
he has proceeded in this case. I cannot 
see why the Leigslature should be called 
in spectal session to extricate him at 
great inconvenience to its members and 
great expense to the public.” 

Charging that the Park Commission 
had interposed several technical delays 
in the trial of the suit, Mr. Macy con- 
tinued: a 

“A speedy determination of the issue 
is what the public, the county and the 
State are entitled to, and it would seem 
impossible to give any appropriate sin- 
cere reason for interposing these delays 
excepting for the purpose of politics and. 
publicity and perhaps special sessions 
of the Legislature." 

The Taylor estate consists of 1,500 
acres of land near Islip and has exten- 
sive water frontage. The Long Island 
State Park Commission took possession 
of it and put State troopers on guards 
Mr. Mack and his associates of the 
Pauchogue Land Corporation, which was 
formed for the purpose of holding the 
tract, brought an eviction suit in De- 
ecember, 1924, and as preliminaries ob- 
tained two injunctions forbidding the 
Park Commission to alter the tract or 
to deny access to the members of the 
land corporation. Governor Smith vis- 
ited the place about ten days ago and 
walle there met and conversed with Mr. 
Macy. : 

The legal action yesterday before Su- 
preme Court Justice Van Siclen in 
Brooklyn was on a motion by the Park 
Commission to strike certain clauses out 
of the complaint of the land corporation. 

Charles M, Tuttle, of counsel for the 
Pauchogue Land Corporation argued 
yesterday before Justice Van Siclen that 
the Park Commission's purpose in mak- 
ing the motion was to obtain delay in 
putting in its answer. Justice Van Siclen 
stated that the suit should have been 
tried long ago. 

Counsel for the Park Commission 
asked Justice Van Siclen to strike from 
the complaint several paragraphs, par- 
ticularly one which charges the mem- 
vers of the commission should be held 
individually responsible for p! loss 
which may have been sustained by the 
land corporation. The members of the 
commission are Robert Moses, Presi- 
dent; Townsend Scudder and Clifford 
Jackson. 

Mr, Tuttle argued that the provision 
in regard to individual liability was im- 
yortant to the plaintiff inasmuch as the 
?ark Commissioners had_ been advised 
by the Attorney General before they 
seized the property that their seizure 
would be illegal and that they had thus 
acted With full knowledge of the alleged 
illegality of their action, 

The Park Commission submitted afft- 
davits from Attorney General Sherman 
and Deputy Goldsmith that the memo- 
randum cited by the plaintiff was not 
an official opinion rendered to the Park 
Commission. 

President Moses of the Long Ieland 
Commission would not comment either 
on the case or the question of a special 
legislative session.

On complaint of Mrs. Susan Thornton 
Henning of Shelbyyille, Ky., who is 
stopping at the Colony Club, detectives 
of the West. Forty-seventh Street Sta- 
tion arrested John F, Simmons, a bond 
salesman, yesterday, as he was leaving 
an office at 11 Broadway, where he said 
he was employed. 

Mrs. Henntng charged that she turned 
over property valued by her at $31,000 
to Simmons for disposal and .that he 
had failed to make a satisfactory ac- 
counting.

He declared. according to 
the detectives, that he was to have re- 
ceived a-fee of $2,000 for disposing of 
the property and that he had completed 
arrangements with a wealthy resident 
of Boston for the purchase of the ef- 
fects, which consisted of jewelry, paint- 
ings, furniture and other articles in 
storage in this city. 

Mrs. Henning said she met Simmons 
in Washington and made an agreement 
with him last November to dispose of 
her property. After some negotiations 
which were not completely satisfactory, 
she said, she came to ~New York and 
learned that Simmons had left the hotel 
where he had been staying. She re- 
ported the matter to the police of the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station, and 
then complained to the District Attor- 
ney's office, 

It was learned, however, that since 
her arrival in New York, Mrs. Hen- 
ning has been in communication with 
Simmons on several occasions and that | 
they .had several consultations regard- 
ing the sale of the property.

MEXICO CITY, May 27.—Father Ma- 
teos, priest in the City of Orizaba, using 
a map given to him by a dying Mexican, 
discovereda hidden treasure consisting 
of several bags of Colonial coins with 
a number of manuscripts of early Colo- 
nial history. 

Following the map, the priest, with a 
friend, dug in the cellar of a private 
home and found the entrance of a tun- 
nel where loot from the Spanish vice- 
roy days was hidden. 

A number of valuable books of the 
oldest impressions made in Mexico, and 
Spanish coins were taken from the sub- 
terranean vault. 

In spite of the efforta of the priest 
to maintain secrecy the news of the 
find spread through Orizaba. Judicla 
authorities started an investigation 
finding the excavation, but the priest 
and his friend had fled. 

Orders were issued by the police of 
Mexico City to investigate the where- 
abouts of the priest as the Government 
is now claiming ownership of the books.

“The facts are that prior to entering 
on this expedition Captain Amundsen 
and Mr. Lincoln Ellsworth, his associate, 
named an American Advisory Commit- 
tee, of which I am Chairman.’ The other 
members are Charles Hayden, E. Roland 
Harriman, Grayson M.-P. Murphy, 
James H. Perkins, Marshall Field and 
Bayard Dominick. 

“In the event that any relief measures 
are necessary or any: special funds re- 
quired this committee will endeavor to 
obtain them. 

‘I happen to know that !t was Amund- 
sen’s intention, if conditions were favor- 
able at the Pole, to go on to Alaska. I 
know that he sacrificed the advantages 
of having a radio apparatus with him 
in order to be able to take on additional 
asoljne. 

‘Though naturally there fs oceasion for

“‘As Vice President, and not as a parti- 
san, I hope to visit some of the States 
which will elect United States Sen.stors 
in 1925, and ask that the constituencies 
of those States, of all parties, see to it 


that thig non-partisan issue is clearly de- i 


fined in the primaries for the nomination 
| of Senators,’ General Dawes said. 


He added that he would not visit Ala- 
| bama for such a purpose ‘‘because “he 


| leading proponent of this great reform 
| is Senator Underwood, who has been 
| for years a standard bearer in a cou- 
| rageous fight for the reform of the Sen- 
ate rules on the floor of the Senate 
|-itself.’’ 3 

General Dawes asserted that the ex- 
isting Senate rules encourage parlia- 
| mentary misbehavior in individual Sen- 
{ators and invite selfishness, mediocrity,

| July 15 to sell interchangeable mileage 
books in denominations of $15, $30 and 
$90 at the standard rate of fare for 
éne-way trips. 

The original order of the commission 
was to have become effective on May 
1, 1923, but some of the carriers ob- 
tained an injunction in Massachusetts, 
contending that the commission in di- 
recting that a lower rate be charged 
for mileage books, had exceeded its 
authority. Appeal was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and 
the injunction was sustained. 

The present order djrecting the issu- 
ance of the books:at the standard rate, 
as a matter of ‘convenience to travelers, 
was the logical outcome of the court 
battle. The order contains the following 
instructions: 

“That the respondents hereinafter 
named, being all Class 1 steam railroads 
operating as common carriers, subject to 
the Interstate Commerce Act, except 
| switching and terminal companies, be, 
and they are, and each of them is here- 
| by notiffed and required to establish, on 
or~before July 15, 1925, upon notice of 
this Commission and to the general pub- 
lic by not less than five days, filing and 
posting in the manner prescribed in Sec- 
ition 6 of the Interstate Commerce Act, 
| and thereafter to issue and maintain, for 
je in Interstate Commerce, inter- 
changeable scrip coupon tickets in de- 
{nominations of $15, $30 and $90, which 
shall be sold ‘at the standard or basic 
rate of fare for one-way passenger 
tickets, good within one year from date 
of sale on all passenger trains operated 
by the said carriers, except that in the 
case of extra fare trains their use shall 
be subject to the payment by the pas- 
senger of the extra fare, and which 
shall be good for one or more persons 
traveling at the same time.”’ - 


Law Failed to Order Lower Rate. 


The Supreme Court held that -while 
the legislation adopted by (Congress 
owed its origin to the movement on the | 
part of traveling salesmen and others 
to obtain interchangeable mileage at a 
reduced rate, the object of the salesmen | 
was defeated because Congress failed | 
to include in the legislation direction | 
that a lower rate be allowed and simply | 
authorized the issuance of scrip tickets. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
goes at length into investigations held by | 
the commission beginning March 3, 1924, 
after the Supreme Court ruling. In 
these proceedings the question of a fair 
and reasonable charge for the mileage 
books came up and after an inspection 
of all tha facts presented the commis- 
sion concluded that under the provisions 
of the law and as a result of the Su- 
preme Court decision there was but one 
ceurse to follow, namely, direct the issu- 
ance of the mileage books at the same 
fair and reasonable rate as that fixed 
for regular passenger travel. 

The commission further holds, how- 
ever, that it shall be left to the discre- 
tion of the managements of any or all 
of the railroads whether interests will 
best be served at any season of the year 
by the sale of mileage books at lower 
than the standard rate. Attention is 
called to the fact that some railways do 
issue seasonal tickets at reduced rates, 
and carriers individually and collectively 
are left free to experiment, if they see 
fit, with reduced rate mileage tickets. 

Commissioner Cox dissented from the 
opinion issued today, contending that 
the argument that revenue would be lost 
is not sound, 

“It is my opinion, based upon the rec- 
ord,” he said, “that passenger travel 
would so increase that the net revenues 
of the carriers from passengér train 
operation would not be reduced by es- 
tablishing and maintaining an _ inter- 
changeable scrip couponticket in the de- 
nomination of $90 to se sold at a reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent, from the face value 
of the ticket, and that rates resulting 
from such a reduction would be just and 
reasonable.”

Austria’s vital problem can be put} 
thus: How many people can make a} 
living in Austria? It is absolutely im- | 
possible that Austria as now constituted 
should be able to maintain her total 
population, The country is over satur- | 
ated. 

On other hand, 50,000 workers selected 
from the most desirable class could 
easily be absorbed in the labor market 
of the United States. They would not 
make .a noticeable difference.

HAS CHANCE TO MAKE oe 


Moscow Expects He Will Become 
Head of Council When He 
Proves His Communism. 


By Wireless to Tue New York TIMEs. 

MOSCOW, May 27.—Leon Trotsky was 
appointed today a member of the Presid- 
jum of the Supreme Economic Council 
and Chairman of the Concessions Com- 
mittee. This decision was made last 
night at a meeting of the Council of 
Commissars after a long hesitation as | 
to which post Trotsky should be as- 
signed. 

Prior to his return from the Caucasus | 
it was planned to give him a post as a 
member of the Government, but the | 
situation changed after the Communist | 
Party conference, and at the Federal 
Congress the Council of Commissars was | 
re-elected without changes, thus leaving | 
mo vacancy for Trotsky. 

His appointment to an administrative 
post means that Trotsky will not engage 
immediately in active political or par.y 
work—at any rate not until after ihe 
party congress, which will be held in 
November. 

The Supreme Economic Council, which 
fs under Dzerjinsky, has charge of all 
Soviet industry, managing the national- 
ized works, factories, mines, commercial | 
navigation, &c. Its Presidium consists 
of twelve members, among whom the 
work of the various departments is di- 
vided. 

Trotsky will have charge of the elec- | 
tro-technical branch and will direct the | 
carrying out of Lenin's plans for the 
electrification of the country, to which 
the dead leader attached the greatest 
importance, proclaiming the = slogan, 
“Socialism plus electrification means | 
communism.’’ | 

Trotsky will also manage the scientific | 
end technical branch of the Supreme | 
Council, but most Important of all, per- | 
haps, is his appointment to the chair- | 
manship of the Concessions Committee, | 
where he replaces his closest friend and 
truest adherent, Piatakoff, who, it is| 
rumored, will get a diplomatic assign- | 
ment. 

Trotsky has long been known as the} 
keenest advocate of attracting foreign 
capital, believing that in the absence of 
the forthcoming revolutionary support 
from Western countries Soviet Russia | 
would be unable to re-establish her na- | 
tiona] economy without bringing in for- |} 
sien capital for the reestablishment and | 

evelopment of its industria] strength to 
maintain the proletariat dictatorship. 

The recently granted concessions to 
the Lena gold field and to the British 
Ayan Company are regarded here as 
an indication of the change in the gen- 
@® eral attitude of the Soviets toward con 

cessions to foreign interests and the an- 
ointment of Trotsky, it is believed, will 

e welcomed in every quarter. 








MOSCOW, May 27 (®).—Communist ob- 
gervers say it is possible for Trotsky, | 
after retrieving his politica) prestige and 
providing that he will be a good Com- 
munist, to succeed Dzerjinsky as Chief 
of the Council, which would have a 
wider sphere of duty. No such change 
4s likely, however, until the Communist 
Party Congress in November, which is 
likely to examine Trotsky’s political 
status anew, to see whether his policics 
Warrant further promotion. 

It is thought evident that a man of 
Trotsky’s ability and caution, who is 
daring with his projects, was deliber- 
ately selected for this post, which Com- 
munists consider of great importance be- 
cause of the care that must be exercised 
to prevent capitalism from making in- 
roads upon the principles of orthodox 
communism. 

Trotsky undoubtedly has promised to 
be a good Communist, and his rein- 
clusion in the Government councils is 
a victory for Stalin, Commissar for Na- 
tional Minorities, who is eager to pro- 
mote harmony in the Government. The 
selection is a setback for Zinovieff, who 
has attempted to keep Trotsky in the 
background.

CALLS RUM PATROL A WASTE 


Anti-Prohibition Body Says Millions 
Go to Stop 1 Per Cent. of Flow. 


WASHINGTON, May 27 (#).—The rum 
blockade is described in a statement 
published today by the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment as 
“throwing away’’ of millions of dollars 
of the taxpayers’ money ‘‘to stop less 
than 1 per cent. of the flow of liquor 
in the United States.”’ 

“Figures compiled by Dr. Rufus 
Stucker, special agent of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, at the direction of 
the department, show that imported 
liquors to the value of $40,000,000 were 
smuggled into this country in 1924,’ said 


the statement. ‘“‘He estimates that this 
value will be reduced by $10,000,000 this 


year. 

‘Prohibition officials, basing their esti- 
mate on the report of William V. Linder, 
chemist of the prohibition unit, declare 
that the amount of illicit imported liquor 
in the country is less than 1 per cent. 
of the total illicit booze supply. 

“The recent much advertised rum 
blockade, resulting in the concentration 
of nearly 400 ships in a given area, con- 
vVinced one that the dry officials are 
paying much more attention to the 1 
per eae yo ceases agen the ore 
source 8 es per cent. o e 
nation’s thirsty.”

FIXED WHEAT PRICES 
DAVED OUR FARMERS 


Grain Corporation Expert Shows 
It Kept Market Steady and 
High, Even After War. 


ALLIES FORCED TO SUBMIT 


Whole Story of Wilson-Hoover 
Stabilization Effort and Its 
Results Ars Told. 


Special to The New York Timea. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—The fact | 
that the price of wheat was fixed during | 
the war to prevent the collapse of the 
farmers, and saved them millions of dol- 
lasr, is revealed for the first time in a 
report covering the activities ‘of the 
United States Grain Corporation by Dr. | 
Frank M. Surface, an economist of the | 
Grain Administration. 
The report was prepared at the re- 
quest of several mcmbers of the commit- 
tee appointed by President Wilson to de- | 





termine a fair price because of the ‘‘per- | 
eistent misrepresentation”’ that the price | 
fixed was not in the best interests of the | 
farmers. It is pointed out that, while 
Mr. Wilson acted at the instigation of 


Herbert Hoover, Mr. Hoover had 
no actual part in the fixing of the price. 

The report states that in the Spring of 
3917 the Allies, by bidding against one 
another, had forced the price of wheat 
from $1.50 to more than $3 a bushel. In 
order to abolish this competition between 
themselves, it is said, the allied Gov- 
ments, before we came into the war, 
had consolidated their purchasing of 
world wheat into one buying agency. 
Through the control of world shipping 
and the blockade against the enemy, 
this agency, it is declared, was the sole 
buyer of export wheat. 

“The: domestic price of wheat to the 
American farmer was fixed by the price 
which could be realized for the export 
eurplus,’’ says a summary of the report, 
*‘as export buying was all in one hand, 
the operation of the law of supply and 
demand had been abolished and the price 
of wheat to the American farmer, there- 
fore, would be determined by the price 





itheir shipping for 


which this buying agency determined to 
pay. Price fixing for American wheat 
was thus already under way in foreign 
ands. Congress had proviijed a mini- 
mum price of only $2 per bushel for the 
1918 crop, and it had made no provision 
for the 1917 crop then being harvested. 


Allies Had Fixed Price. 


“The Allied Governments had fixed 
prices of wheat in their own countries 
at about $1.80 per bushel, and in order 
to lay down American wheat to their 


people at this price they considered that 
they should pay the smmerican farmer 
about $1.50 per busher at Chicago for 
the 1917 crop. In support of this con- 
tention their agents felt that any higher 
price to the American farmer would re- 
quire an increase in the price of bread in 
the allHed countries;-that the American 
farmer had realized only about $1.30 per 
bushel for his previous. year’s wheat, 
despite the $3 corner on the Chicago 
market, whith occurred after nearly 95 
per cent. of the wheat had left the 
farms. They also pointed out that they 
could purchase abundant supplies of 
wheat in Argentina and Australia at 
$1.50 per bushel or less, and that the 
only reason they were prevented from 
availing themselves of such cheaper sup- 
plies from these more distant markets 
was because of the demand of the 
American Government for the use of 
transporting our 
troops and supplies. 


‘In the face of this situation, it was | 


clear that unless action should be taken 


| the American farmer would receive $1.50 
| per bushel for his wheat, and the price 


was already falling rapidly toward that 
level. To prevent this, Mr. Hoover took 
the matter up with President Wilson. 
‘“**In order to do justice to the pro- 
ducers who have shown great patriotism 
in special effort to increase production,’ 
Mr. Hoover wrote the President in July, 


| 1917, ‘it is absolutely vital that we shall 


protect the farmer from a slump in price 
this year due to glut or from the un- 
controlled decisions of any one buyer.’”’ 

. “Acting on this recommendation, Pres- 
ident Wilson appointed an independent 
committee which comprised six farm 
representatives, two consumers’ repre- 
sentatives, three economists and _ busi- 
ness men. This committee determined 
on $2.20 at Chicago as a fair price. 

Dr. Surface in his report states that 
it is obvious that had it not been for 
this decision’ by the committee the 
American farmer would have received 
far less for his wheat than was the 
case. The report shows that Mr. Hoo- 
ver, then Food Administrator, took no 
part in the committee's determinations, 
thus disposing of the myth that Mr. 
Hoover fixed the price. 


Shows the Farmer Fared Well. 


Dr. Surface has examined the justice 
of the committee’s award, showing sta- 
tistically that the price realized for 
wheat during the period of Government 
marketing was higher than the relative 
prices of other farm produce where 
there was a free market, and also that 
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the minimum pres of wheat was fixed 
by this committee at a higher relative 
level than the prices fixed by the Gov- 
ernment for steel, copper and other com- 
modities,. 

It appears from the report that the 
maintenance of the minimum price was 
accompanied by a great many hitherto 
undisclosed difficulties. At one time the 
Food Administration Grain Corporation 
Was compelled to invest nearly $600,000, - 
000 to maintain the price. Nearly $400;- 
000,000 of this had to be borrowed from 
banks and elsewhere. It is also pointed 
out that the price of wheat was main- 
tained by the Government for a year 
after the armistice to enable the farmer 
to liquidate his war production. Dr. 
Surface declares that the war action of 
the Government obviously had no re- 
sponsibility for the great fall in the 
price of wheat which occurred two years 
after the armistice as a part of the gen- 
eral world-wide slump in the prices of 
ali commodities. 

Dr. Surface also clears up the ‘‘mis- 
representation’’ that the price deter- 
mined by the committee was a max!i- 
mum price. He states that the result 
of the committee’s decision was not 
only protection for the 1917 harvest _but 
in reality was a revision of the Con- 
gressional minimum from §2 to §2.20 
for 1918 wheat. 

In a foreword to the report, Mr. 
Hoover notes that the economic fact 
must not be neglected that any mini- 
mum price automatically tends to be- 
come the actual price during the period 
of surplus marketing in the Fall, and 
that the subsequent reselling of the ac- 
cumulated surplus at the same price} 
automatically makes it the actual price 
during the period of distribution, but 
that nevertheless the price, after these 
periods of support, rose above the min- 
imum each year without restraint, ex- 
cept for a short period ‘in the Spring | 
of 1918 when, after the farmer had dis- 
posed of his crop, measures were in- | 
troduced to prevent profiteering in flour 
and bread. 

Dr. Surface also declares that by the} 
élimination of war speculation the retail | 
price of flour was reduced to the con- | 
sumer from $18 to $13 a barrel, while} 
the farmer recelved much more for his | 
wheat than in the speculative period.

“All synods and councils since the 
Apostles’ time may err, and many 
have erred, therefore they are not to 
be made the rule of faith or practice 
but may be used as a help in both.” 

2. It violates the historic policy of 
our church, established in 1729, and 
faithfully adhered to for 196 years 
until now, that each presbytery shall 
judge for itself as to the satisfactory 
examination of candidates, which pol- 
icy has made possible that liberty of 
belief which makes the Presbyterian 
Church an inclusive church instead of 
@ narrow sect. 

3. It requires absolute conformity to 
the doctrinal belief of a general as- 
sembly in violation of Chapter XX., 
Section II., of the confession of faith, 
which states: 

“The requiring of an implicit faith 
end an absolute and blind obedience is 
to destroy liberty of conscience and 
reason also.” 

4. By requiring such absolute con- 
formity it restores those Roman 
€atholic theories of ecclesiastical au- 
thority, which it was the very pur- 
pose of Presbyterian Protestantism to 
overthrow. 


Says It Uniawfully Adds te Vows. 


6. It does, in effect, add to our 
constitutional ordination vows further 
requirement which cannot lawfully be 
done without vote of the presbytertes. 

6. It violates the spirit of the act 


of reunion of old school and new 
echool in 1870. 

7. It violates the basis of reunion 
with the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, viz., the declaratory state- 
ment of 1903, which was constitution- 
ally adopted by vote of the presby- 
teries.

Sees Break Averted for a Year. 


“A @efinite break in the Church has 
been averted for at least another yeas,”

pose that the matter in question be sent 
down to the presbyteries. In that case 
the presbyteries would vote with their 
eyes open, conscious that if they ap- 
prove the doctrine it would mean a 
break in the church.

“The reason we made the statement 
yesterday that he would maintain our 
constitutional rights was that we were 
one of the parties involved in a case, 
hence could not vote.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, May 27 (4).—The 
annual report of the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions, presented today to 
the Presbyterian General Assembly, de-

The total contributions for the yea 
were $4,430,028.74. This includes 7 
189,306.57 from churches, $1,357,438.90 
from women's and young people's socie- 
ties, $178,743.11 from Sunday schools, 
$393,032.48 from individuals ‘and $311,- 
507.68 from legacies. The net income 
from securities and cash deposits was 
$133,909.82. Other credits, including for- 
eign exchange, receipts and savings on 
the mission fields, &c., brought the total 
credits up to $4,670,299.18, After paying 
$28,007.80, = nalance of the deficit left 
over from the previous year, there was 
$4,641,601.29 available for the work of 
the missions and for administration and 
promotion purposes. 


MISSIONARIES NOW ACCUSED 


Lexington Assembly Orders Investl- 
gation of Charges of Modernism. 


. LEXINGTON, Ky., May 27 (®%).— 
Charges that modernism had cropped 
out among Presbyterian misstonaries in 


foreign fields were made In the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, 
United States, today. 

The Assembly instructed the Executive 
Committee on Foreign Missions to in- 
vestigate all charges of unorthodoxy in 
the mission fields and report to the 
proper Church court for action. 

The discussion arose during consider- 
ation of the report on the Committee 
on wereies Missions. An overture 
from the Presbytery of Dallas, Texas, 
charged that ‘“‘the conviction is wide- 
spread through our church that there 
is an entirely too willing tolerance with 
modernism which has invaded our mig- 
sionary forces.”

ARE CURSE TO NATION 


Magistrate Tells Chicago Prison 
Officials Weapons, Autos and 
Drags Cause Most Crime. . 


Revolvers, narcotics and automobiles 
Were named by Chief City Mogistrate 
William McAdoo to a delegation of Chi- 
cago prison officials at a luncheon at 
Welfare Island yesterday as the great- 
est contributors to crime

MUSSOLINI’S VISIT 
MYSTIFIES ITALIANS 


|His Three-Day Stay With D’An- 
aunzio Starts a Flood of Rumors, 
With Principals Silent.

ROME, May 27.—Premier Mussolini’s 
visit to d’Annunzio’s villa at Gardone 
is rapidly degenerating into a_farce if 
press accounts, based on no news from 
Gardone are to be believed. As there is 
nobody present to witness or report the 
doings of the two Italian notables, the 
“reports” of activities vary. 

According to the papers, the pastimés 
of the two include among many 
other things, long conversations in 
the inviolable privacy of a gun- 
turret of a warship which is being 
erected in d’Annunzio’s garden; lis- | 
tening to Gregorian chants rendered 
by a choir especially provided from | 
Venice for this purpose; the lighting of | 
“fires of remembrance”’ on rocks from 
Italy’s mountain battlefields; eating | 
with curious Franciscan rites in monk- 
ish seclusion around a refectory table 
with Mussolini sitting in a prior’s chair; 
the receiving of deputations of war vet- 
erans in the penumbra of a room lighted 
only by a few candles in an atmosphere 
heavily impregnated with incense and 
with d’Annunzio and Mussolini seated 
in ancient choir stalls and the making 
of trips on the lake dressed in curious 
clothes in a submarine chaser laden 
with all sorts of lethal weapons. 

Fortunately, perhaps, Mussolini's visit 
to d’Annunzio ends this evening. 

The two sent a telegram to the King 
which furnishes no clue to what they 
have been doing in the last three days. 

Every one is still at sea concerning 
the meaning of all this Stage setting 
and the reconciliation of d’Annunzio 
|and Mussolini under such strange cir- 
cumstances. The most popular theory 
is that they are to make some dramatic 
appeal for pacification and brotherhood 
of all Italians. This theory, seemingly, 
|is borne out by the words of d’An- 
nunzio, supposed to have been ad- 
dressed to a deputation of war vet- 
erans: 

“What does 
What language 








this meeting mean? 
does it speak to you 
and all Italians? It means an appeal 
for concord, addressed to all those 
who bore arms for their country. It 
speakgy the language of peace to all 
Italians who suffered in the long war. 
We must again find the luminary 
| symbol of love and make it the _load- 
star of our destiny. We must always 
remember the sacrifices we all sus- 
| tained, not forgetting for a single mo- 
|}ment the brotherhood of blood which 
| united all soldiers in the trenches. To 
disarm among men of the same blood 
means to arm against an _ external 
enemy. Go you and bear your brothers 
the memory of this visit as the best 
omen of peace and prosperity.” 

D’Annunzio and Mussolini, add the 
reports, then embraced and kissed each 
member of the war veterans’ deputation, 
who left the villa moved almost to 
tears. 

Another popular theory is that the 
Premier went to Gardone to induce 
d’Annunzio to participate in the celebra- 
tion o the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the King’s reign. This also seems 
probable in view of a statement d’An- 
nunzio is supposed to have made to a 
representative of a Milanese paper. 
According to this report, he sald: 

“Whatever may be said to the con- 
trary, I am a fervent, loyal monarchist 
and shall prove it by making a_per- 
sonal manifestation on the King’s 
jubilee, which will leave no doubts on 
the subject.’’ 


ITALY WANTS MORATORIUM. 


Says Payments Could Not Be Made 
to Us for Several Years.

ROME, May 27.—Ambassador de Mar- 
tino’s interview with Secretary Mellon 
about Italy’s wartime debt is considered 
here to be the logical outcome of the 
steps taken by France and Premier Mus- 
solini’s speech in the Senate, wherein 
he again affirmed Italy’s recognition of 
her war debts. It was intended more 
to find out the official view in Wash- 
ington on this important question and 
to dispel the fears expressed in some 
quarters that European countries were 
contemplating debt cancellation, it was 
explained here, than to open proper debt- 
funding negotiations. The moderate in- 
tentions attributed to Secertary Mellon 
were received here with great satisfac- 
tion. 

The opinion unanimously expressed in 
all quarters here is that it is impossible 
to begin payments for the present, or 
even for the next few years. The bud- 
get has only just been balanced this 
year, for the first time since the war, it 
is pointed out, at a cost and sacrifices 
which render it impossible to impose any 
further burdens upon the taxpayers. In 
addition, it is considered that under 
present conditions payments would ad- 
versely affect exchange, . endangering 
Italy’s economic situation. 

The official view is that any negotia- | 
tions which may eventually be begun | 
should start from the-following funda- | 
mental points: Several years’ morato- 
rium, reduction of the total debt, a = 




















low rate of interest, payments to be 
spread out over many years and prefer- 
ential import tariffs for creditor coun- 
tries.

Senator King Says He Will Work 
for Armenian Independence. 


Five hundred Armenians, meeting last 
night in the Metropolitan Life Audito- 
rium, 1 Madison Avenue, applauded Sen- 
ator William H. King of Utah when he 
said that the Lausanne treaty was ‘“‘un- 
ust, wicked, a compounding of crimes 
and felonies, a taking to our bosom of 
people who have thriven on perfidy and 
bloodshed.”’ ¢ 

The meeting, which was a testimonial 
to Senator King, was organized by} 
Vahian Kardashian, Secretary of the 
Armenian Press Bureau. Professor 
Cc. N. Brown of City College was Chair- 
man. A brief cablegram was read from 
former Ambassador James W. Gerard, 
now in Paris, expressing regret that he 
could not be present and commending 
the Armenian cause. 

“TI have to criticize France and Italy 
and Great Britain for failing to vindi- 
cate the Treaty of Sé@vres,’’ Senator 
King declared. ‘“They let the perfidious 
Kemal Pasha tear up that treaty and 
dictate his own terms. I don’t like the 
conduct of France in giving Kemal 
moral if not financial encouragement. 
Therein France wrote a sordid chapter 
in the hisotry of international dealings.”’ 

He blamed France and England for the 
fact that Armenia was not now an in- 
dependent nation. 

The Senator declared that he would 
do all in his power to prevent the United 
States’s ‘‘shaking the bloody hand of the 
Turk,’’ by ratifying the Lausanne treaty. 
“If the country takes the position she 
should,”’ he maintained, ‘‘the Kemalist 
régime will be thrown out. There must 
be a new treaty in which and by which 
an independent Armenia shall be recog- 
nized.’’

Two Reported at Manhasset, L. I., 
and One Each at West Haver- 
straw, N.Y., and Roselle, N. J. 


New cases of smallpox developed on 
all sides of New York City yesterday. 
Two new cases were reported in Man- 
hasset, L. I., centre of the epidemic in 
Nassau County, and one new case each 
in West Haverstraw, Rockland County, 
N. Y., and Roselle, Union County, N. J. 
All cases were mild. To date no death 
has resulted from the disease since the 
vaccination movement was started local- 
ly several weeks ago. 

The two new cases of smallpox in 
Manhasset developed in a house already 
under quarantine, according to Dr. 
Charles A. Steurer, Health Officer of 
the North Hempstead Township, where 
thirty-five 
cases, 

The first of five smallpox vaccination 


| clinics was opened at 38 Mitchell Ave- 


Manhasset, in the afternoon, Dr. 
Steurer said. The clinic will be open 
from 4 to 8 P. M. for four days. On 
Monday and Tuesday a vaccination clin- 
ic will be opened at Westbury, L. L., 
and on Wednesday at New Hyde Park. 
Temporary vaccination stations also 
have been opened in Douglaston, Bay- 


side and Queens Village by order of 
Health Commissioner Monaghan, 

The public will be asked to go to these 
centres within the next ten days for vac- 
cination. Since the epidemic started in 
North Hempstead Township 9,000 per- 
sons have submitted to vaccination, Dr. 
Steurer reported. 

‘‘T believe we are getting the situation 
in hand,’’ said Dr. Steurer. ‘‘Most of 
the’ citizens who have not been vacci- 
nated are being immunized It will take 
another week to complete our vaccina- 
tion program and in that interval we 
may expect a normal increase in the 
number of new cases. After another 
week I confidently expect to see the epi- 
demic die out.’’

DIES FROM STROKE 


Ex-Congressman and Promi- 
nent Lawyer Succumbs at 
His City Home at 73. 


A WRITER ON MYTHOLOGY 


Once President of City Art Com- 
mission and Former Head of 
American Free Trade League. 


John De Witt Warner, former Con- 
gressman and New York lawyer, died 
yesterday in his home, 103 East Seventy- 
fifth Street, from the effects of a para- 
lytic stroke suffered about one month 
ago. Mr. Warner was 73 years old, hav- 
\ing been born in Yates County, N. Y., 
| Oct. 30, 1851, 

He was edugated in Cornell Univer- 
sity, where he received his Ph. B, de- 
gree in 1872. Then he enrolled in the 
Albany Law School, from which he war 
graduated in 1876 with the degree of 
| LL. B. The same year he was admitted 
to the bar and established practice In 
| New York City. A staunch espouser of 
the Free Trade principle, he was elected 
to Congress on the Democratic ticket, 
serving from 1891 to 1895. He then re- 
| sumed the practice of law here, with of- 
| fices at 302 Broadway. 

Mr. Warner, in 1911 and 1012, served

Vessels of a Dead Weight Ton- 
nage of 817,130 Would 
Be Disposed Of. 


FORD SEEKS 9 CARGO CRAFT 


O’Connor Goes to Urge Manufac- 
turer to Buy More of the 
Government's Vessels.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A step to- 
ward taking the Government out of the 
business of operating ships was taken 
today when the Shipping Board adopted» 
a resolution authorizing the sale of 200 
vessels for scrap, under terms and con- 
ditions that will be announced later. 

At the same time it was made known 
that Henry Ford contemplates the pur- 
chase of nine refrigerator ships, which 
he plans to use in the South American 
trade. 

In a statement following the meeting 
of the board, at which the decision to 
scrap obsolete ships was reached; Chair- 
man T. V. O'Connor announced that the 
board would at once proceed to sell 4s 
many other ships as possible, and that 
favorable terms would be offered to 
those who would guarantee sustained 
service for a period of years. 

The 200 vessels to be scrapped have a 
total of 817,130 deadweight tons. In- 
cluded are fifty oil burners and sixty- 
seven lake type vessels, 

Whether Mr. Ford will make a bid 
for the scrap material in the 200 ves- 
sels is considered doubtful in view of 
a statement made at Detroit yesterday 
by William B. Mayo, the chief engineer 
of the Ford Company, who indicated 
that Mr. Ford was more interested now 
in buying cargo carriers than ships for 
scrapping. 

Following today’s meeting of the board 
Chairman O’Connor left for Detroit, 
where he will meet Mr, Ford tomorrow 
for’a further discussion of the latter’s | 
proposed purchase of nine refrigerator | 
ships. Mr. O’Connor hopes to make this | 
sale, and he will urge Mr. Ford to buy | 
more Government tonnage. 

Advices here are that if Mr. Ford 
takes the nine refrigerator ships he will 
use them to take automobiles and parts 
to South America, bringing back fruits 
and other South American ‘products.

Hylan’s Free People's Concerts.”’ Mr. 
| Guggenheim’s ‘letter, addressed to Mrs. 
| Bella Zilberman, President of the Citi- 
| zens’ Committee, follows; 

“We acknowledge receipt of your let- 
| ter on behalf of many music lovers in 
| the City of New York requesting that 
we arrange to continue the Goldman 
Band concerts this Summer, even 
though they might ,be given in a place 
|less ideal than Central Park. ‘We had 
hoped that we would not be drawn into 
the distasteful controversy that seems 
to have arisen from a very simple mo- 
| tive and act on our part, and we must 
; refuse to enter into this controversy, 
except in so far as properly to answer 
|; your request. ~ 

“On Nov. 17, 1924, we wrote to Mayor 
Hylan, offering to continue the Goldman 
concerts in Central Park for the season 
of 1925 under exactly the same condi- 
tions as during the season of 1924. We 
received no word of acceptance or re- 
fusal until January. when we were In- 
formed by the Chamberlain that our 
offer was not acceptable to him and the 
Mayor. We informed the Chamberlain 
that our sole desire was to provide music 
of educational and recreational value, 
exactly in the same manner, and, we 
felt sure, with the same success, as in 
| the past seasons for the benefit and en- 
| joyment of the largest possible number 
of the people of New York City. 

‘“*We recognize fully the Mayor’s power 
to accept or refuse our offer to donate 
| these concerts for the people of New 
| York, and, in so far as we are con- 
| cerned, the matter has been closed, since 
| we received his refusal. 

“With the above explanation you will 
perhaps understand our viewpoint. If 
a suitable place can be found where the 
| Goldman Band concerts can be so given 
as successfully to carry out our aim, we 
| shall be delighted to oor the con- 
i certs this Summer.’

WARNS BRITAIN ON COMPACT 


MacDonald Says It Would Mortgage 
Army and Navy.

LONDON, May 27.—Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, speaking at Birmingham tonight, | 
denounced in forceful terms the idea of | 
substituting a four or five power com- 
pact for the Geneva protocol. He said 
that in a four or five power compact | 
the British Army and Navy would be 
mortgaged, or France at the present, 
moment would never sign it. 

A Labor Government, he declared, 
would never carry out the military ob-| 
ligations of the compact. He had heard} 
speeches from the Liberal benches, he 
said, which led him to believe that they 
were not in sympathy with a four or 
five power compact. Therefore today 
they were threatened by a_ minority 
Government with a four er five power} 
compact that the nation would never 
carry out. 

The British Cabinet did not consider 
today the explanations wéceived from 
Paris of the proposed French reply to 
the German security compact sugges- 
tions, owing to the need for close analy- 
sis of certain technical points.

>| PROTESTS 69TH’S REVIEWER 


Major Kelly Objects to Honoring | 
\ General O'Duffy. 


Major Michael A. Kelly, former pres- 
ident of the American’ Association for 
the Recognition uf the Irish Republic, 
who was decorated four times for his 
services with the old 69th Regiment dur- 
ing the World War, made public a tele- 
gram to Colonel John J. Phelan, pres- 
ent commander of the organization, yes- 
| terday, In which he protested against 
that officer’s action in inviting General | 
Owen O'Duffy, Chief Commissioner of 
the Irish Civic Guards, who has been 
attending the International Police Con- 
ference, to review the 69th next Mon- 
day night. The telegram referred to 
General O'Duffy as ‘‘a servant of his 
Britannic Majesty." 

When the telegram was called to his 
attention, Colonel Phelan said that he 
had not yet received it; but that he 
would not give it any consideration, 

“This regiment did not take sides in 
the Republican-Free State controversy,” 
said Coloniel Phelan, ‘and we have no 
intention of doing so at this time, when 
the issue is settled. We honored de Va- 
jlera, when he was here, in the same 
manner and for the same reason that 
we are honoring General O'Duffy.”

$2,640,000. 


BIDDING PROVES SPIRITED 


Creditors Will Get 
Return, Says Day—Gerosa 


Syndicate Is Buyer. 


The last chapter in the history of the 
Commonwealth Hotel project was writ- 
ten on the auction block yesterday | 
whtn Joseph P. Day, as Special Master, | 
under order of Judge Francis A, Wins- 
low sold the last remaining holdings of | 
the defunct corporation to a syndicate | 
headed by John Gerosa for $2,640,000. | 

The auctioned property comprised the | 
Sonoma and Rockingham apartment) 
houses and the Thorndyke Hotel, em-/ 
bracing the block front on Broadway 
between Fifty-fifth and Fifty-sixth | 
Streets, with a Broadway frontage of | 
207.5 feet extending to a depth of 121.3 
feet on Fifty-fifth Street and 172.3 feet | 
on Fifth-sixth Street. The site contains | 
approximately 30,000 square feet. 

The offering was under the direction 
of Charlies H. Wilson, Wendell - P. 
Barker and Robert H. Richards, re- 
ceivers, and Rosenberg & Ball, attor- 
neys. 

The property was first offered in 
single parcels. The Sonoma, a twelve- | 
story building on a plot 75.6 by 121.3 
feet, irregular, on the northeast corner | 
of Broadway and Fifty-fifth Street, was | 
offered first. The original bid was | 
$700,000, from which it was advanced 
to $920,000. ° 

The Rockingham, a six-story apart- 
ment on a plot 131.9 by 122.7 feet, irreg- 
ular, on the southeast corner of .Broad- 
way and Fifty-sixth Street, was bid in 
for $1,050,000. The first offering was | 
$1,000,000. 

The Thorndyke, an eight-story hotel, 
on a plot 50 by 120.2 feet, irregular, | 
adjoining the Rockingham on Fifty- 
sixth Street brought $400,000, to which 
it was advanced from an original bid of | 
$250,000. | 

The Rockingham and Thorndyke were 
then offered as a single parcel above | 
the combined bid of $1,450,000. Bidding | 
on this was spirited. It was struck | 
down for $1,605,000, to Theodore Friede- 
berg. 

The properties were then offered as a 
whole over the aggregate bid of $2,525,- 
000. The first bid was $2,525,000, From 
that figure it advanced to $2,640,000, 
where it was struck down to Mr. 
Gerosa, who had not taken part in the 
previous bidding.

STEEL REVIEWS SEE 
STABLE SITUATION 


The Iron Age Thinks Adjustment 
of Production to Demand 
Is at Hand. 








The reviews of the fron and steel trade 
issued today indicate a more stable 
situation and lead to the prophecy -by 
journals of the trade that necessary re- 
| adjustments in the industry have been 
| about completed. The Iron Age says: 
“The final week in May has added to 


| the indications in the previous fortnight 
| of a nearly completed adjustment of fin- 





ished steel production to demand and of 


leading products—plates, shapes 
and bars. In both “these respects May 
| has been a better month than April, at 
the same time showing improvement, 
| even though slight, in the amount of new 
business booked. 

‘*While there is no change in the short 
| delivery policy of buyers, evidence ap- 
| pears of a firmer attitude of producers, 
| as their unit cost has risen with reduc- 
tion of output. More cases are reported 
| of the refusal of orders to which buyers 

have attached prices $1 to $2 a ton be- 
low those for which the larger companies’ 
| have been standing for two or three 
| weeks, 

“With production continuing at close 
; to 70 per cent. of capacity, the market 
| is expected to give early evidence of the 
extent to which needs that have been de- | 
ferred to get the lowest price have be- 
come urgent. The week has developed 
some cases of this sort. Orders for 
quick shipment are more numerous.” 
The Iron Trade Review says: 

“Incoming steel business in May has 

run ahead of April, with some tendency | 
to keep on increasing, but the tonnage | 
is not yet up to the level of shipments. | 
Unfilled orders, consequently, are under- 
going continuing shrinkage and produc- | 
tion is subject to some further readjust- | 
ments. The better side of this situation | 
comes from the fact that new buying | 
again is becoming more diversified and | 
frequent.

STOCK EXCHANGE 


; ADOPTS PENSIONS 


Metropolitan Plan on a Con- 
tributory Basis Is Adopted 
for Employes. 


IT PROVIDES FOR 1,200 


Retirement on Disability or After 
65, the Exchange Doubling An- 
nuities Employes Set Up. 


After more than three years’ study of 


various insurance methods by which em- 
ployes may be protected in their old 
gee, the Board of Governors of the New 
York Stock Exchange has agreed upon a 
pension plan which will be adopted at 
once and which will provide protection 
for the 1,200 employes of the Exchange 
and its affiliated organizations, IX. H. H: 
Simmons, President of the Exchange, 
announced the details yesterday, follow- 
ing a meeting of the Board of Governors. 
Hie said that the board considered th: 
plan adopted as a sound and scientific 
method of providing for all employes 
y means of a retirement allowance. A 
contributory clause, he said, places the 
plan on a basis where it cannot be con- 
sidered either as charity or a gift. 


Insurance Company to Administer It. 


The entire administration of the plan, 
@ccording to the Exchange's announce- 
ment, has been awarded to the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company. With 
few exceptions as to details, the system 
is similar to that now in foree in many 
other large organizations, inasmuch as 
it provides pensions for old and faithful 
employes. The exceptions to the average 
plan, it was pointed out, are improve- 
ments, inasmuch as the Stock Ex- 
change's system is not only on a con- 
tributory basis under which the em- 
Ployes are allowed to participate, but 
the future pension obligation is funded 
each year through the purchase of 
annuities payable to each employe as he 
reaches the age of 65 or becomes dis- 
abled. 

The official announcement by Mr. 
Simmons states that every employe is 
allowed, if he desires, to make monthly 
deposits toward the purchase of an 
annuity for himself, which is entirely 
separate and distinct from the service 
a@nnuity purchased for him by the Ex- 
change, should the employe show 
sufficient interest in his own future 
financial independence to make this 
purchase, the Exchange offers to double 
the service annuities from the time the 
employe begins his payments. Employes 
who leave the Exchange's employ, it was 
stated, will be permitted to continue 
their payments directly to the insurance 
company or to have their money refund- 


,ed in full. 
In connection with the disability clause, 


it was explained that in the event of 
jan employe’s disability after twenty 
years of service he would not only re- 
ceive the full amount of the service 
annuities purchased for him up to that 
time but that all deposits on his indi- 
vidual annuity would be waived during 
disability so that the value of his own 
annuity would continue to increase with- 
out any payments by him. 
The Committce’s Report. 


In the report of the investigation, sub- 
mitted to the Exchange Governors, the 
‘Snecial Committee on Pensions said: 

“The Special Committee on Pensions, 
appointed Nov. 9, 1921, begs to report 
that after the investigation of many pen- 
sion and retirement systems, and dis- 
cussion with those who have become 
expert on the subject, it is convinced 
that the following principles should gov- 
ern the formulation of a retirement sys- 
tem: 

“It should be based on definitely cal- 
culated retirement benefits rather than 
on final salaries of employes. ‘The lat- 
ter basis has been used in many in- 
Btances, and changes in the wage situa- 
tion with consequent changes of benefit, 
which could not be predicted, have 
brought embarrassment upon plans that 
had every appearance of being soundly 
act up. 

“We have become convinced also that 
@ pension promise made today should be 
covered by financial provision made to- 
day, rather than left as a responsibility 
for a future board. In other words, that 
the system. should be set up on a@ reserve 
basis in such fashion that its assets may 
always equal its Habilities, and that if 
change or abandonment becomes neces- 
Bary or desirable in future years, such 
change or abandonment may take place 
without the breach of any promise or 
the @eposit of any additional funds. 


’ 
Where Others Failed. 


“We have found that many plans, 
Originally well conceived, have come to 
grief because of changes in rates of 
mortality and seemingly minor altera- 
tions of benefits in later years without 
coincident financial provision. We have 
‘further found that the experience in 
England, where pension plans have been 
long in existence, is that those admin- 
istered by insurance companies are not 
only guaranteed as to their benefits 
but have 4ctually in experience given 
greater money return for the invest- 
ment than the privately administered 
funds. 

“It is the consensus of opinion that 
pension funds conducted on a contribu- 
tory basis under which the employes are 
permitted to share in the cost and at 
the same time to increase their benefits 
are not only more highly appreciated 
by employes but serve as a desirable 
incentive to thrift. 

“Your committee therefore recom- 
mends the adoption of a plan: (1) with 
definite benefits, (2) set up on a reserve 
basis, (3) administered by a financial 
institution, and (4) on a contributory 
basis.”" 

The committee reported that ‘“‘the 
plan, as submitted, is the same in prin- 
ciple and very similar in detai] to the 
retirement plan recently adopted by the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
into whose hands it is recommended 
that the administration of our own 
plan be given.”

The weekly weather report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued at Wash- 
ington yesterday in part follows: 

“The weather during the week was 
rather favorable for cotton and very 
good progress was noted in most sections 
until near the close, when growth was 
checked in northern and eastern portions 
of the belt by cool weather. Late 
planted cotton, however, is beginning to 
show need of moisture in many locali- 
ties. 

‘In Texas cotton grew well in the 
north and the Rio Grande district; else- 
where the early planted made fair prog- 
ress, but the late crop needed moisture; 
there was little complaint of insect dam- 
age. In Oklahoma and Arkansas prog- 


ress was very good, except that late cot- 
ton made only fair ad¥ance in the for- 
mer State and coolness the latter part 
of the week checked growth in the lat- 
ter. Growth was generally satisfactory 
in Louisiana, with plants squaring} 
heavily, 

A Bit Toe Cool for Cotton. | 

“Advance was rather slow in Missis- 
sippi and Alabama because of cool | 
nights, and stands are irregular in the 
latter State, although mostly good. 
Growth, stands and general condition of | 
the crop are mostly satisfactory in Geor- 
gia, although late cotton is very irregu- 
jar and its growth was slow. Improve- 
ment was noted in Florida and showers 
were beneficial in the Carolinas, but 
cool weather near the close of the week 
was unfavorable. Germination has been 
rather poor in Virginia, but stands are 
mostly good in Soltithern Illinois, and 
conditions were favorable for cotton in 
the far Southwestern State. 

“Corn suffered a severe setback by 
cold weather in the latter part of the 
week in the middle Mississippi and Ohlo 
Valley States and considerable damage 
was done in some localities, which will 
necessitate replanting, although much of 
the damaged corn will recover. While 
corn was badly frosted in some localities 
of lowa, the permanent damage appear- 
ed to have been slight with the general 
condition and progress of the crop fair 
and better than last year. Progress was 
very good in Kansas and Nebraska and 
fair in Oklahoma, although rain is need- 
ed in some localities of the latter State. 
Rains were beneficial in the middle At- 
‘lantic area, but moisture is needed in 
most of the South. 


Not Good for Wheat. 


“Deficient moisture in many section of 
the Winter wheat belt and unusually 


high temperatures in the western por- 
tions have had an unfavorable effect on | 
Winter wheat. The progress of the crop 
ranges from fair in most of the Ohio | 
Valley to poor in Oklahoma and parts of 
Texas. Some deterioration was reported 
from Illinois and there has probably | 
been frost damage in Misgouri. In Okla- 
homa, rain has been badly needed and | 
wheat is generally poor, The crop is' 
beginning in southern Kansas and shed- | 
ding has begun as far north as the Ohio} 
Valley and southern lowa. While Spring | 
wheat is generally doing well, growth | 
was slow and the crop is in need of 
moisture in some sections, especially in 
parts of South Dakota and Minnesota. 
Good rains occurred’ in the Red River} 
Valley, but rain is badly needed in south- 
ern Minnesota, and progress was slow in 
that State.

300 BANKERS MEET 
EXCHANGE LEADERS 


‘All Sections of the State Are 


Represented at a Confer- 
ence Here. 


About 300 bankers from all sections 


of the State attended a 
the New York Stock Exchange yester- 
day, called for the purpose of giving the 
banking representatives who handle the 
investment problems of the public in 
their respective communities first-hand 
information of the day-to-day opera- 
tions in the leading securities market 
of the world. The entire day was given 
over by the chief executives of the Ex- 
change to entertaining the visiting 
bankers and in explaining to them the 
operations of the institution, from the 
time an order for the purchase or sale 
of securities is given to a broker up to} 
the time it is cleared through the Stock 
Clearing Corporation and payment 
made. 

Representatives of the Stock Exchange 
pointed out that such conferences have 
been held heretofore for the benefit of 
partners of Exchange members, 
managers and other representa- 
of Stock Exchange firms. They 
have proved so successful that this year 
they were extended to the banking fra- 
ternity, inasmuch as a large volume of 
the investment business reaching Wall 
Street originates through the banks.

A further decline occurred in cotton 
yesterday under an unusually light vol- 
ume of business. The recent recovery 
of a cent to a cent and a half had re- 
duced & floating short interest and pre- 
dictions of rising temperatures, with 
showers in the southwestern part of the 
belt, where greatly needed, produced an 
easier market. A dragging tendency pre- 
vailed throughout and final quotations 


were the lowest of the session at a loss 

of 20 to 22 points. Two more private 

reports appeared, one by a local crop 
reporting agency with a condition of 

75,2 and the other placing the figure at 

74.9. The weekly weather report reflect- 

ed uneven progress, with most of the 

early planted cotton showing a good 
. Stand bttt that recently planted bein 
held back by cold nights and deficlen 
moisture. For the second time this 
season there were no shipments of cot- 
ton at any port. 

The fact that private reports all in- 
dictate a May 25 condition consider- 
ably above the ten-year average of 71.9 
and very much better than the 67 av- 
erage of the past five years continued 
to influence trading. With an increase 
in acreage of 5 per cent. or more, the 
largest area ever devoted to cotton, op- 
erated against outside buying. General 
public interest remained centred in grain 
and securities, with traders disposed to 
wait for the Washington report and also 
further progress in the growing crop. 

Foreign quotations, after an early loss 
of a few points yesterday, ended the day 
but little changed from Tuesday, Cover- 
ing of July contracts by one or two 
houses with Liverpool connections o6c- 
curred during early trading, but aside 
from this buying few arbitrage orders 
were executed. Liquidation by local 
traders and some selling from Atlantic 
sections supplied contracts. The ab- 
sence of any definite demand for cot- 
ton developed an easier tone and a Sag- 
ging market. July broke through 23 
cents, while October sold under 22.40, 
both being low levels of the week and 
$2 a bale from high records of Monday. 
Private reports that showers were fall- 
ing in portions of Texas, where unset- 
tiled weather was predicted by the 
Weather Bureau, caused selling pressure 
toward the close which left prices at 
low levels of the day.

Liverpool’s Fallure to Respond 
; to Rise Here Helps Early 
Break of 21 Cents. 


BUT PRICES RALLY LATER 


Pit Operator Scares the Shorts to 
Cover When He Begins Buy- 
Ing In the Breake.

CHICAGO, May 27.—Scattered rains 
and showers over parts of the South- 
west and Northwest, combined with a 
break of %@ld in Liverpool in the face 
of the upturn in North American mar- 
kets yesterday, dampened the enthu- 
siasm of the wheat bulls today and led 
to free profit taking. 

A break of 2@2% cents from the finish 
of the previous day resulted, but on all 
the declines there was a good class of 
commission-house buying, and a rally, 
coming at the last, made the finish on

Block Front on William St. 
Assembled for the Royal In- 
surance Company. 


PLANS 18-STORY OFFICES 


Frederick Brown Buys Tall Building 
at 505 Fifth Av. From the Par- 
sons Family. 


One of the largest building operations 
in the insurance district will be under- 
taken by the Royal Insurance Company, 
which, after months of negotiating, has 
assembled a block front on William 
Street for improvement with an eigh- 
teen-story structure. The operation will 
represent an investment of $5,000,000. 

As a site for the new building, thir- 
teen separate parcels have been assem-

SEEKS 120 PATRONS 
TO HELP POOR BOYS 


National Farm School Adopts 
Policy of Individual Gifts 
to Avoid a “‘Drive.” 


GIMBEL EXPLAINS PURPOSE 


Each Patron to Ralse or Contribute 
$600 a Year for Three Years 
to Instruct One Youth. 


One hundred and twenty of the lead- 
ing business men of New York City are 
to be asked to pledge themselves indi- 
vidually to contribute, or to raise among 
their friends and business associates, 
$600 a year for the next three years for 
the National Farm School, an agricul- 
tural institution conducted along phil- 
anthropical lines to give the poor boy 
an opportunity to learn scientific farm- 
ing. 

This announcement was made yester- 
day at a luncheon at the Hotel Astor by 
Adam L. Gimbel, Vice President of the 
Saks Company and Chairman of the 
Trades Committee of the New York

fund, which will be enough to answer 
all their immediate requirements, The 
120 boys are to be selected from poor 
families in the city. ; 

The $1,200,000, to be. known as the 
New York Perpetual Scholarship Endow- 
ment Fund, it was figured, would not 
only maintain the boys at the school but 
with funds~already raised and to be 
raised by the rest of the country, would 
enlarge the school and its Faculty im- 
mediately to take care of the increased 
student body. 

‘The plan to raise the full amount,” 
said Mr. Gimbel yesterday, “‘has been 
discarded temporarily for two reasons. 
In the first place, the entire $1,200,000 
would have to be raised at once. The 
school has grown so rapidly in the last 
three years, and we are still compelled 
to turn down fo many scores of deserv- 
ing applicants, that the $72,000 addi- 
tional annual maintenance is needed 
right now. 

“In the second place, New York has 
just about had its fill of ‘drives’ at this 
time, and we will not start another, 
Therefore we will raise the interest on 
the $1,200,000 by the novel method of 
having the necessary number of business 
men assume the obligation of caring 
for one boy each,” 

The National Farm School ts located 
at Doylestown, Pa., near Philadelphia. 
It was founded 28 years ago by the late 
Rabbi Joseph Krauskopf, and grew out 
of a suggestion of Tolstoi, the Russian 
novelist. It has already trained hun- 
dreds of deserving boys, both Jews and 
non-Jews, from New York and other 
crowded cities for successful careers as 

ractical scientific farmers. The school 

as trained these boys, Mr. Gimbel ex- 

plained, with books, tuition, lodging, 
food, clothing und all equipment entirely 
free, through a three-year course. 

Three years ago the National Farm 
School was compelled to begin a pro- 
gram of expansion, the first step in 
which was the raising of an initial mil- 
lion dollar building and general endow- 
ment fund. Two-thirds of this has al- 
ready been raised. The balance is now 
being contributed by New Yorkers under 
the leadership of Abraham Erlanger, 
former head of the B. V. D. Manufac- 
turing Company. He is Chairman of the 
New York branch of the school. 

Mortimer Strauss is Chairman of the 
Advisory Committee of the school. 


ART SOCIETY OBJECTS 
TO PARK PLAYGROUND 


Manicipal Body Fears a Gradual 
Restriction of Recreation Areas 
for a Single Class. 


The Municipal Art Society issued a 
statement yesterday opposing the en- 
closure of any space in Central Park 
or the introduction of buildings and 
apparatus for special playground uses. 

The first plan for the Heckscher play- 
ground included the suggestion that the 
area devoted to baseball and play ap- 
paratus should be fenced off. That fea- 
ture has been dropped, but ‘the present 
plan contemplates the introduction of 
swings and other children’s pMyground 
apparatus, The statement issued by the 
Municipal Art Society follows: 

“The directors of the Municipal Art 
Society consider it necessary to record 
their deliberate objection to the use of 
any part of Central Park as a play- 
ground segregated from the general use 
by any barriers of buildings or ap- 
paratus, Special playgrounds so defined 


divert as many acres as are taken from 
their original purpose of a playground 


“It may be observed that this gen- 
eral use goes on without interfering, or 
the interference of others, year by year 
for two thousand or more children each 
week—rowing, boat. sailing, skating, 
football and tennis, down to small chil- 
dren's games, Its normal use as a play- 
ground for children will steadily in- 
crease in these ways, without loss to 
the public, for it will go on without re- 
stricting any part of the whole area 
to the use of a particular class. 

“Ample as the park was for the pop- 
ulation of thirty or forty years ago, it 
does not grow more ample with the 
opulation, but less; its area
